It is well settled that to attract Section 100 ( 1 ) (b ) the 
petitioner has necessarily to aver and probe in order to 
succeed that the corrupt practice has heen committed by a 
returned candidate or his election Agent or by any other 
porson with the consent of the roturned candidate or his 
election agent The elcment of Consont is , however , dis 
pensed with in Section 100 ( 1 ) ( d ) which instead roqulrcs 
rleading and proof that the corrupt practice in question hag 
materially affected the result in relation to the returned 
candidate , Dealing with this aspect in Samant N . Balekrishna 
etc . Vs. George Fernandes and others ( A . I. R . 1969 S . C . 
1201 ) the Supreme Court thus cxplained the position , at 
page 1210 : 


Election in tho Lok Sabha Constituency No . 68 Farrukha 
bad took place as part of the Goneral Elections in November 
December 1984 , Last date for filing nomination was Nover 
ber 27 , 1984, The scrutiny took place on 28th November , 
withdrawal could be had upto 30th November , Poll took 
place on December 24 , 1984 followed by counting on 
Decomber 28 and 291h . The respondent was declared 
elected defeating the thirteen rival candidates including the 
petitioner . The respondent secured 2 , 36 , 892 votes : the votes 
obtained by the pe itioner wero 1177. The petitioner has 
filed petition challenging the election of the respondent 
on grounds stated in paragraphe 5 of tho petition as under ; 


“ The petitioner may prove a corrupt practice by the 

candidate himself of his election agent of some ono 
with the consent of the candidate or his election 
agent, in which cage ho need not establish what 
the result of the election would have been without 
the corrupt practice the expression " any othor 
person " in this part will include an agent o her 
than on clection agent. This is clear from a special 
provision later in the section about an agont other 
than an olection agent . The law then is this : If 
the petitioner does not prove a corrupt practice by 
the candidate of his election agent or another per 
son with the consent of the returned candidate or 
his clection agent but relies on a corrupt practice 
committed by an agent other than an election agent , 
He must additionally prove how the corrupt practice 
affocted the rosult of the poll. Unless he proves 
the consont to the commogion of the corrupt prac 
tice on the part of the candidate Of his election 
agent he must face this additional burden . The 
definition of agent in this context is to be taken 
from section 123 ( Explanation ) where it is provid 
ed that an agent includes an election agent, a 
polling agent and any person who is held to have 
acted ag an agent in connection with the election 
with the consent of the candidate " . In this ex 
planation the mention of " an election agent " would 
appear to be unnecessary because an election agent 
jg the alter ego of the candidate in the schem of 
the Act and his acts aro tho acts of the candidate , 
QoDoont or no consent on the part of the candidato ."

Their Lordships in this case laid down moreover, that 
Section 83 of the Act is mandatory . It requires first a 
concise statement of material facts and then requires the 
fullest possible particulars. The word Material shows 
that the facts necessary to formulate a complete cause of 
action must be stated . " Omission of a single material fact 
leads to an incomplete cause of action and the stateitent of 
ciaim becomes bad " . The material facts will show the 
ground of corrupt practice and the complete cause of action 
and the particulars will give the necessary information to 
present a full picture of the cause of action . " In stating 
the material facts it will not do merely to quote the words 
of the section because then the efficiency of the words 
material facts will be lost. The fact which constitutes 
the corrupt practice must be stated and the fact must be 
co -related to one of the heads of corrupt practice. The 
power of amendment is given , it was observed , in respect of 
particular but if a person has. omitted to alleged corrupt 
practice , he cannot be permitted to give particulars of the 
corrupt practice [ vide section 86 ( 5 ):). One alleges the cor 
rupt practice in the material facts and they must show a 
complete cause of action , 


basic facts which consititute the ingredients of the 
particular corrupt practice alleged by the Petitioner 
must be specified in order to succeed on the 
charge . Whether on an election petition a particu 
lar fact is material or not and as such required to 
be pleaded is dependent on the nature of the 
charge levelled and the circumstances of the case . 
All the facts which are essentiaľ to clothe the peti 
tion with complete cause of action must be pleaded 
and failure to plead even a single material fact 
would amount to disobedience of the mandate of 
Section 83 ( 1 ) ( a ). An election petition therefore 
can be and must be dismissed if it suffers from 
any suchi vice . The first ground of challenge must 
therefore fail.

In view of the mandatory trature of section 83 ( 1 ) ( b ) 
where a corrupt pràctice is charged against the returned 
candidate (which is quasi criminal in character ) the elec 
tion petition must set forth full praticulars of the corrupt 
practice so as to give the charge a definite character and 
to enable ihe Court to understand what the charge is 

(Manubhai Nandlal Amaresey Vs. Popatlal Manilal Joshi 
: & others ( A . I. R . 1969, S .C . 734) ]. In Shri Udhay Singh Vs . 
: Mandhav Rao Scindia 1977 ( 1 S . C . C . 511 ) it was again 

emphasised that failure to plead even a single material fact 
leads to an incomplete cause of action and incom 
plete allegation of such a charge are liable to be 
strisk off under Order 6 . Rule 16 . C . P . C . If the petition 
is based solely on these allegations which suffer from Jack 
of material facts , the petition is liable to be summarily re 
jected for want of a cause of actiori , 


Upon the question arising recently in Azhar Hussain Vs. 
Rajiv Gandhi, [ 1986 . A .LJ. 625 (S . C .) ] it was reiterated 
that an election petition without the naterial facts relating 
to a corrupt practice is pot an election petition at all . All 
the primary facts which must be proved by a party to 
establish a cause of action of his defence are material facts , 
: " All the facts which are essential to clothe the petition with 
complete cause of action must be pleaded and failure to 
plead even a single material fact would amount to disobe 
dience of the mandate of section 83 ( 1 ) ( a ) . The test pro 
pounded is whether the Court could have given a direct 
verdict in favuur of the election petitioner in case the 
returned candidate had not appeared to oppose the election 
petition on the basis of the facts pleaded in the petition ." 


GROUND A . 
: The relevant plea relating to this ground is contained in 
paragraph 6 of the election petition : 
* 6 . That a concise statenient of material facts and 

particulars in respect of Ground ( A ) is stated as 
under : - .

( a ) That the respondent filed his nomination paper 

on 27 - 11- 1984 . In this nomination paper the

( b ) That there is no political party by the name of

symbol of " Hand " is also not reserved for a party 
with the above name, Material particulars in the 
nomination paper were thus wrongly filled in by 
the respondent in the columns meant for political 

party and symbol. 
( c ) That as stated above , the nomination paper was 

filed by the respondent himself with the aforesaid 
particulars. After the said nomination paper was 
filled by the respondent to the Returning Officer 

Dr. Nasim Zaidi, the Deputy District Election : 
.. Officer Sri Nawal Kishore who was also present . . . 

when the nomination paper was filed by the res . 
pondent informed the respondent and the Re 
"turning Officer Dr. Nasim Zajdi that the symbol 
of " hand was reserved for " Indian National 
Congress ? and that there was no recognised party ! 
bearing the name of " Akhri Bhartiya Congress 
Committee ( 1) " . On this the respondent re 
quested the Returning officer to return back the 
nomination paper with permission to correct : 
name of the political party which was setting 
: him up as a candidate . The Returning Officer " . 

then told the respondent that the latter should 
score off the name of " Akhil Bhartiya Congress 
Committee ( I ) " and write the name of “ Bhartiya 
Rashtriya Congress" in its place . The respondent 
then took back the nomination paper , made the 
corrections as suggested by the Returning officer 
and then again filed the same . 


Referring to the case of Hardwari Lal Vs. Kanwal Singh 
( A .I.R . 1972 S . C . 515 ) their Lordships thus repelled the 
contention raised for the petition that the Court does not 
have power to dismiss the petition in he absence of the 
disclosure of cause of action even in exercise of powers under 
code of Civil Procedure . ; 


In view of this pronouncement there is no escape from 

the conclusion that an election petition can be 
summarily dismissed if it does not furnish case of 
action in exercise of the powers under the Code of 
Civil Procedure. So also it emerges from the 
aforesaid decision that appropriate orders in exer 
cise of powers under the code of Civil Procedure 
can be passed if the mandatory requirements enjoin 
ed by Section 83 of the Act to incorporate the 
material facts in the election Petition are not 
complied with . This Court in Samant s case has 
expressed itself in no unclear terms that the omis 
sion of a single material fact would lead to an 
incomplete cause of action and that an election peti 
tion without the material facts relating to a corrupt 
practice is not an election petition at all . So also 
in Udhav Singh s case the law has been enunciated 
that all the Primary facts which must be proved 
by a party to establish a cause of action or his 
defence are niaterial facts . In the context of a

If the symbol of " hand " 
had not been allotted to the respondent there 
was no question of his winning the election as 
ninety per cent of the votes received by the res 
pondent were cast in his favour only because he : 
was allotted the symbol of hand even though in 
an illegal and unauthorised manner . The result 
of the election in so far as it concerns the res 
pondent, has thus been materially affected by the 
aforesaid non - compliance with , and breach of , 
the provisions of section 33 and 36 of the Re 
presentation of People Act , 1951. " . 


the electoral roll or the nomination paper and no 
clerical, technical or printing error in regard 10 
the electoral roll numbers of any such person in 
the electoral roll or the nomination paper . shall 
affect the full operation of the electoral roll or the 
nomination paper with respect to such person or 
place in any case where the description in regard 
to the name of the person or place is such as to 
be commonly understood, and the returning officer 
shall permit any such misnomer Or inaccurate 
description or clerical, technical or printing error to 
be corrected and where necessary , direct that any 
such misnomer , inaccurate description , clerical , 
technica or printing error in the electoral roll or 
in the nonsination paper shall be overlooked ." 


In support of this ground Sri D . N . Misra , learned counsel 
for the petitioner relies on Section 100 ( 1 ) ( d ) (iv ) of the 
Act which provides that if the Court is of opinion that the 
result of the election , in so far as it concerns a returned 
candidate has been materially affected by any non - com 
pliance with the provisions of the Constitution or of the 
Act or any rules or orders made under the Act, the Court 
shall declare the election of the returned candidate to be 
void . Section 33 makes provision to the effect that nomina 
tion paper completed in the prescribed from and signed by 
the candidate and by an elector of the constituency as the 
proposer, shall be delivered to the returning officer at the 
time and place specified . Under Rule 4 of the Conduct 
of Election Rules 1961 the form prescribed is Form 2 B , 
One of the columns in this Form is to the effect :- .. 
L " that I am set up at this election by the . . . . . .... Party " . 


The contention raised for the petitioner that in the absence 
of an express provision for return of the nomination paper 
by the returning officer , he could not pass over the same to 
the respondent for the name given of the party to which he 
claimed to belong being set right, is in my view devoid of 
substance . The power in this behalf is implicit in what is 
provided specifically in Section 36 ( 4 ) 33 ( 4 ) of the Act. A 
conjoint reading of these provisions shows that the returning 
officer does not function as a bare post office . Upon the 
submission of the nomination paper he conducts an inquiry , 
though it is true the inquiry at this stage is peripheral, vide 
Brij Mohan Vs. Satpal ( 1985) S .S . C ., 652 ) . There may be 
objection raised before him by any candidate , his election 
agent, the proposer or other person authorised to be present. 
at the time of scrutiny under section 36 ( 1 ) and the returning 
officer is enjoined to give them alt reasonable facilities for 
examining the nomination paper. The returning officer is 
required to scrutinise the nomination paper and if he decides 
to reject the same he has to pass a speaking order giving 
reasons in support of the decision . If , therefore , there is 
some ambiguity appearing on its face or an anomaly not 
admitting of controversy , it does not seem that the returning 
officer is bereft of the power to get the correction made . 


In this column it appears the name of the party mentioned 
for the respondent in the nomination paper in question was 
* Akhir Bhartiva Congress Consnittee ( 1 ) ” which was later 
amended to Indian National Congress . Grievance of the 
petitioner focused in paragraph 6 of the petition is that 
the returning officer could not have returned the Form to 
the candidate for rectification and that in so doing he 
acted beyond the scope of his powers under Section 3336 
of the Act and also that amounts to corrupt practice within 
the meaning of Section 123 ( 7 ) . The second limb of this 
argument may be dealt with properly when I pass to ground 
D of the petition . In regard to the first, I am unable to 
agree with the submission made for the petitioner. 


: In Lila Krishan Vs. Mani Ram Godara and others 
( A . I.R . 1985 S . C . 1073 ) the serial number of the vote of 
the proposer mentioned in the nomination paper did not 
tally with the serial number mentioned in the voters list. 
There was no assistance provided to the returning officer to 
co- relate and identify the proposer . The returning officer 
proceeded to reject the nomination paper". In this context 
the Supreme Court referring to the proviso 10 Section 33 ( 4 ) 
observed : 


• The grounds on which the returning officer may reject a 
nomination paper are enưinerated in sub -section (2 ) of 
Section 86 . One of these grounds is that there has been a 
failure to comply with any of the provisions of Section 33 . 
This should be read along side . sub- section ( 4 ) of Section 
36 which lays down : 


" The returning officer shall not reject any nomina 
.. . tion paper on the ground of any effect which is 

not of a substantiar character ." 


. " The contents of the aforesaid proviso and the provi- .. 

sions of sub - s. ( 4 ) of S . 36 when read together 
make it clear that the mistake with reference to 
the serial number was such an error in ihis case 
which could be corrected . Under Section 36 ( 1 ) : 
of the Act, on the date fixed for scrutiny of nomina 
tions election agents, one proposer of each candi 
date and che other person duly authorised in writ 
iny by each candidate are cntitled to appear before 
the Returning Officer , and such persons are entitled 
to reasonable facilities for examining the nomina 
tion papers . The purpose of inaking such provi 
sion is to facilitate scrutiny. The presence of candi 
date , his election agent and another person acquain . 
ted with the Constituency would certainly facilitate 
the process of scrutiny. Defects covered by the 
proviso to S . 33 (4 ) could easily be resolved if 
people authorised under S . 36 ( 1 ) of the Act are 
present at the time of scruitiny . What could be 
resolved or overlooked in case proper steps were 
taken in due time has become a major issue leading 
to rejection of nomination papers in the instant : 
case mainly on account of the absence of the candi 
dates, their election agents or persons interested in 
them at the time of scrutiny " . 


A defect which , therefore , is in significant may not consti 
tute a legitimate ground to reject the nomination paper. The 
word " substantial would appear to be used in contra 
distinction with what is of no real worth or of importance 
of trifling.

There is no indication that 
the respondent or his election agent could have prcycicnce 
of the petitioner going to the police station on the 14th 
Doceinber 1984 . The written report duted 14th December 
1984 referred to in this paragraph is also conspicuous in its 
being absent from the pleadinga . 


( 8 ) Thut the aforeauid uctions of the respondent and 

his agents and workerk was acted with the consent

Under Section 100 lb ) thc clection may be delcared 
vold if in he opinion of tne Court any corrupt praclice has 
been committed by it reluined candidate or his election agent 
or by any other person with the consent of u returned cun 
didate or lig election igeni. The corrupt practice and un 
due iniluence which section 123 ( 2 ) deals with has the follow 
lug ingredients : 
(il Any direct or indirect interference or attempt 10 

interfere with the free exercise or any electoral 

right; 
( il ) The interference or attempt to interfere on the 

part of the candidate 01 his agent or on any other 
person with the consent of the candidate or his clec 
tion agent , 


It is worthy of note , as rightiy submitted by Şri B . D . 
Madhyan , learned counsel appearing for the respondent, that 
the petitioner has not placed this case under Section 100 ( 1 ) 
( a ) ( ii ) . If that were done. the element of consont would 
have been dispensed with ; in that cvent, as discussed above, 
he will have had to allege and prove its material effect upon 
the result of the election of the returned candidate , For 
purposes of Section 100 ( 1 ) ( b ) iead with Section 123 ( b ) con 
sent of the candidate is of vital importance . This is not a 
matter of better particulars but a material fact and as such 
in dispensable part of the cause of action , Better particulara 
may be furnished by amedment in the petition but not a 
material fact. The petition stards to fail if this material fact 
constituting a vital link to the averments made is not specifi 
cally pleaded and thereafter proyca beyond reasonable doubt. 
Evidence admissible in the case has to be co - related to the 
pleadings ; o departure from the pleadings in accordance with 
evidence is not nermitted . ( cnsent, it has been said , is the 
life -line to link up the candidate with action of the other 
person which may amount to corrunt practive and must be 
Specifically neador (Sureinder Singh Vs. Hardial Singh 
( 1985 ) ( 1 S . C . C . 91 ) . It is not enough to recite the stati 
tory provisions or to adont ine language of Sections 1231100 
of the Act. In Azhar Hussain Vs Rajiv Gandhi ( orra ) the 
Supreme Court took rote of the fact that in the pleading 
there was no averment as lo ; 

(i ) whom the returned candidate gave consent; 
(H ) in what manner and how ; and 

(vi ) when and in wiose presence the couscot was given . 
Viewed in this light, the petitioner in sub -para ( b ) of

In sub - para ( d ) the expression " as number of congreso 
workers" is leit linelucidated. The words " all acting with 
to cosnent of the respondent" hereby reproduce the lanz 
gullige of Section 123 ( 2 ) with nothing of material fact nar 
rated therewith . We do not in this have any material to 
attribute consent of the respondent or his election agent 
to the threit allegedly administered to the petitionci , Necd 
less to repeat the report dated 16th December 1984 
connection with his alleged incident also does not figure 
along with the pleadings . In pariegraph ( c ) the accusation 
is against a Sub Inspector of Police assignej the duty of 
a security guard for purposes of the security of the petitioner . 
The averment made is that he was acting as an agent of 
the respondent with the consent of the respondent, One 
may persze the petition in vain to guther wherefrom thir 
consent of the respondent to the Sub Inspector in question 
acting against the interest of security of the petitioner is 
inferred . There is no material fact pleaded to attribute any 
such consent to the respondent or his clection agent. Where 
again the report dated 19th December 1984 is not appended . 

This applies with cqual forge to sub -para ( f) . There I Do 
basis given out is that sub paragraphs for the potitioner to 
infer collusion is between the security policemen as 
signed to the petitioner on the one hand and 
the congress workers and the respondent on the other. It

More important than this is the obviouy fact 
that the throat attributed to the respondent in present in 
altogethor vague. The petitioner does not disclose what 
did the respondent uctually way . Unlike the other sub mari 
graplis it is not even said in relation to sub -pard ( a ) that

8 . That a concise statement of materjal facts and 

particulars in rospect of ground (c ) is stated here 
under:

( a ) That the respondent himself and with his consent 

his agents and workcrg published statement of facts 
in relation to tho petitioner s candidature as also 
his personal character and conduct, Such stato 
menis being false and which the respondent and 
hie agents and workers belive to be false and do 
not beliove lo be true . These alatements were rea 
sonably calculated to prejudice the prospeots of 
the petitioners election . Details about the afore 
mentioned statements or facts including the name 
of the persons making the said statement or fact , 
the date and place where such statements were pub 
lished are mentioned here and after, 


( f ) That On 17 - 12 - 1984 another new item was published 

in the daily Jagran of Agra , dated 17 - 12 - 1984 
under the heading Nirdaliay Pratyashi Police Ke 
Liye Sir Dara Bana 8 . This article contained an 
absolutely false statensnt in relation to the peti 
tioner s personal character and conduct as also his 
candidature . The respondent and his ageats and 
workers know the contents of these said articlo to 
be false and did not believe to be true; The Togpon 
dent s agents and workers namely Maharam Singh 
Ex. MLA , Vimal Tiwari MLA Jagtohan Lal alias 
Guru Panwala . Suresh Rathore and 80 many otborg 
distributed copies of tho said newspaper all over 
the constituency op 18 - 12 - 1984 with the object to 
prejudicially affect the petitioner s prospects of 
the election . The said articlo was reasonably cal 
culated to that effect. The names of the persons 
who distributed the said newspaper as aforesaid 
with the consent of the respondent are as follows. 


(b ) The petitioner was seriously contesting the afore 

Haid election but the respondent and his agents and 
workers with his consent falsely published state 
ments to the effect equating the petitioner as an 
insane person . The petitioner was wrongly not 
falsely sought to be described is tho Robin Hood 
of Farrukhabad and brought the oews published 
to tho effect, in a newspaper Vikas Sheel Bharat 
of Agra , in its issue dated 13 - 12 - 1984 . Copies of 
this newspaper were widely circulated by Jag 
Mohan Lal alius Guru Panwala and a number of 
other agents and workers of the respondent, with 
the consent of the respondent, In particular copies 
of the said newspaper were distributed on 16 - 12 - 84 
at and near a shop of the aforesaid Jag Mohan Lal 
at Nala Machaharatia , Farrukhabad. The state 
ments in the said eus item were false which the 
respondent and his agents and workers knew to be 
false and did not believe to be true. These state 
ments were reasonably calculated to prejudice 

the prospects of the petitioner s clection . 
( C ) The respondent his agents and workers got the 

Xews published in the newspaper AAJ of Agra 
in its issue dated 17 - 12 - 1984 under the heading 
" Tantrik Ka Naya Tamasha - Preshan Ke Liye Sir 
Dard Bana . In this article the petitioner s candi 
dature was pointed as a means of public enter 
tainment and he was described as an insane. This 
statement of fact was absolutely fnise and the res 
pondent and his agents und workers knew it to be 
false and did not believe it to be true. The afore 
vaid statement related to the petitioner s candida 
ture and also to his personal character and con 
duct and was reasonably calculated to prejudice 
the prospects of the petitioner s election . Copies of 
this news pepey were distributed by the aforesaid 
Jag Mohan Lal alias Guru Panwala agents of the 
respondent with the consent of the respondent and 
a nur: ber of other agents and workers of the res 
popdent with his consent in Farrukhabad on 
18 - 12 - 1984 


(8 ) That isot only the Agents and workers of the res 

ponflent but the respondent himself described tho 
petitioner is an insane and a joker . He further des 
cribed the petitioner as a person depending for his 
expenses upon the money paid hy the administration , 
to the police posted for his security . The respondent 
thus himself committed the corrupt practice under 
section 123 ( 4 ) of the Represeptation of the Pooplo 
Act. 


Section 123 (4 ) of the Act provides : 
“ ( 4 ) The publication by a candidatç or his agent or by 

any other person , with the consent of a candidate 
or his election agent, of any statement of fact which 
is false , and which he either believes to be false 
or does not believe to be true, in relation to the 
personal character or conduct of any candidate , on 
in relation to the candidaturc . or withdrawal, of 
any candidate , beiug a statement reasonably calcu 
lated to prejudice the prospects of that candidato s 
election ." 


(d ) That the aforesaid statement in the AA datod 

17 - 12 - 1984 further made fulse statements regard 
ing the petitioner s expenses with the obioct de 
grading the petitioner in the public cyc . This state 
ment also related to the petitioner s candidature 
and was publishod with the aforesaid ohject by 
tho afresaid persons knowing the same to be fully 
false and not helieving the samne to the truc . 


The settled principle is that to attract section 123 ( 4 ) the 
document impugned must be rend as a whole and its purport, 
and effect determined in a falr, objective and reasonabic 
manger (Kuitar Singh Vs . Mukhtiar Singh ) ( AIR 1965 SC 
141 ) . There is distinction observed betwech a false statement 
of fact which affects the personal character of cooduct of a 
candidate and a false stateirent of fact which deals with the 
political position or terutation or action of the candidate , 
In matters of election , the public and political character of 
a candidate is open to scrutiny ond can be cuiticised even 
severely by his opponents , but not so his private or per 
sonal character . Every false allegation it has been hold 
docs not comnc within the mischief of section 123 ( 4 ) . When 
ony faisc allegation of fact pierces the politician and touches 
the person of the candidate then soction 123 ( 4 ) is attracted 
( T - K -Ganga Reddy Vs. MCA Reddy ( 1960 ) 22 ELR 262 
(Mysore ) ; Guruji Shrihari Baliram Tivatoche Vs. Vithalrao 
CAIR 1970 SC 1841 ) ; Dr. Jagjit Singh Vs. Giani Kartar 
Singh (AIR 1966 SC 773 ) . A stalcdient which reflects 011 
the mental or moral character of a person is fastigation of 
his personal character , whercas any criticism of a person s 
political or public activities and policios is outside it. 
( Shcopal Singh Vs. Ram Pratar ( AIR 1965 SC 677 ) . The 
statemcot must be such as would in the estimate of the 


· ( c ) That another falic statement of fact iclatiog to the 

petitioner s cixidature and hix perfonal character 
und cooduct was published in Vikas Sheel Bharat 
of Agra dated 21 - 12 - 1984. under the breading Khe 
iccha Kon Kare - Pratyaasli Ya Guard ? This 
article again describes the netitions as a means 
of cutertainment and state that the resitioner s 
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Court having regard to the nature of the publication , the 
evidence tendered of suiſuuding circumstances have the 
natural and probable consequence to prejudice the prospects 
of the candidate relating to whose personal character or 
conduct the publication lus been made. The emphasis is on 
the probable effect on the elettion vide AIR 1964 Bombay 
341 cited with approval in AIR 1970 SC 1841 ( Supra ). 


It is barely narrated that in the issue of Jagran dated 
17- 12- 1984 there was a publication under the heading " NIR 
DALIYA PRATYASH ) POLICE KE LIYE SIRDARD 
BANA " . The petitioners contention in the following sentence 
is that this article contained an absolutely false statement in 
relation to the petitioner s personal character and conduct as 
also his candidaturc. I wonder how could this inference be 
drawn without there being the text of thc publication repro 
ducci Or the publicution made an anneacix to the pleadings. 
In relation 10 the distribution the petitioner has gone on to 
insert so many other without giving any particulars thereof . 
In sub -clause 3 ) it has been stated barely that the respon 
dent hiinself described the petitioner ag instanc and a joker . 
There is no mention of the date time or place to this alleged 
description of the petitioner made by the respondent, 


In Azhar Hussain Vs. Rajiv Gandhi Supra ) relied for the 
respondent the omission of the names of the workers said to 
have been employed by the respondent or his agents who 
allegcúly painted objectionable vlogens was adversely com 
menied . In relation to the speeches impugned , it was noticed 
too that no exact wurdy fiom the speeches were quoted in 
the petition . In regard to the posters objected to by the 
petitioner in that case , the Supreme Court observed : 


GROUND D . 


The reference made for this is to paragraph 10 to 13 of 
the petition : 


* * The High Court has tuken view that the poster was 

clainied to be an integral part of the election peti 
tion and since it was not filed (nuch less its copy 
furnished to the respondent ) the plcaling suffertech 
from infirmity and non conspliance with section 
83 ( 1 ) road with section 86 ( 1 ) of the Act. Non 
filing of the poster is fatal to the election pctition 
as in the absence thercof the petition suffers from 
lack of material facts and therefore the statement 
of cause of action wouli be incomplele . .. . . . . The 
fact remains that without the production of tho 
poster the cause of action would not be complete 
und it woull be fatal to the election petition in as 
much as the material facts and particulars would 
be missing. So tilbc it could not enable the respon . 
dent to mect the case . . .. . .. . In the absence of the 
names of the respondent s workers , or material 
facts spelling out the lowledge and consent of the 
respondent or his election agent. the cause of ac 
tion would be incomplete ," 


10 . " That the respondent himself and his agents and 

workers with big consent obtained and procured , 49 
also attempted to obtain and pincure ussistance of the 
Gazetted officers in the service of the Government 
of Uttar Pradesh and also from members of the 
police force for furtherance of the prospects of his 
election . 


11. That, as stated above , the respondent obtuined us 

sistance of the returning officer Dr. Nagim Zaidi in 
taking back his nomination paper and thercafter 
correcting the name of the political party filled up 
in the nomination paper . But for this assistance 
obtained by the Tespondent in correcting the nomi 
nation paper, the respondent would have been al 
lotted the symbol of " hand " . This assistance was 
obtained by the respondent for the furtherance of 
the prospects of his election . 


12 . That Dr. Nasiny Zaidi was , and is, also the District 

Magistrate of District Farrukhabad , and is a gazetted 
officer in the service of the Government of Uttar 
Pradeyh . 


13. That the respondent also obtained the assistance of 

Heveral members of tho palico force namely Shri 
D . P . Singh , Sub - Inspector of Police of Police Out 
post Nakkhas and Shri N . C . Azad, Sub - Inspector of 
Police, Police out - post Qaderi Gute . Farnıkhabad , 
whom the respondent used for the purposes of thi 
catening the petitioner in the manner stated in 
carlier parts of this petition relating corrupt practice 
under ground ( B ) . This assistance of members of the 
Police force was obtained by the respondent for the 
furtherance of the prospects of his election ." 


The ingredients of Section 123 ( 7 ) were analysed by the 
Surreine Court in Azhar Hussain Vs . Rajiv Gandhi ( supra ). 


Sub -paragraph (a ) of paragraph 8 , in consideration, barely 
reproduccs section 123 (4 ) . In start para ( b ) the first sen 
tcnco docs not name the agents and workers . The consent is 
again left vague . It is not denoted it to when or how wus 
the petitioner published an insane. There is nothing said to 
the effect that those persons believed it to be false or did not 
believe it to be true. The newspaper Vikash Shcel Bharat 
of Agra dated 13th Deceniber 1981 or relevant extract there 
from jy not a part of the plcudings, Regarding circulation of 
the newspaper hy Jug Mohan Lal there is a bare statement 
of a number of other agents workers being involved with no 
specification given as 10 any of them . For that the cleinen 
of consent remains unsatisfied in thic manner required . In 
sub - para (c ) the ulleged agents and workers of the res 
pondent are not named . The issue of SAJ dated 17th De 
cember 1984 is not are appended . The exact words uned alc 
not quoted nor is the relevant portion extracted . There is 
mentioned inerely of inference drawn by thc petitioner. For 
alleged distribution to the requisite matrial facts concerning 
the consent of the respondent are not spelled otit, In suh - paru 
( d ) the pleading that the statement in AAJ dated 17- 12-84 
made false statement regnrding the petitioner s expense with 
the object of degrading the petitioner in the public eye . is 
not only vague but alcu porting to the political position or 
reputation Or action of the petitioner as distinct from its 
personal charucter or conduct. This is true iso of the nar 
ration made in sub - para ( c ) relating to the alleged publicat 
tion in " Vikash Slicel Bharal dutca 2151 December 1984 
heading Kharcha Kaun Koc Pratyashi Ya Gward. This tuo 
would be taken to pertain 10 the political image of action 
of the concerned candidiate and not his personal conduct on 
character . That issue of the newspaper is also not before is 
25 part of the pleadings nor is there reproduction of the 
axact language employed on the rouliny Wheleuf us a whole 
alone the inference such as is reasonable could be (lrawn . It 
may not be overlooked that the relevant publication would 
have been regarded as integral part of the pleadings . It 
should have been considered incumbent for the petitioner tu 
anpend them in the pleadings in order thut the statement made 
of facts might be inrecise and so the tenpondent could have 
" pportunity to rabute the sume. In this sub - paragraph as 
well the lleged corisept for distribution of the newspaper is 
unsupported and sub -paragraph (f) sails in the same boat.
